Gen. Clay Threatens 
Troops To Seize Food 
For Restless Germans 


BERLIN, May 8—(UP)—Gen. Clay, American Commander in 
Chief, announced Thursday he would call out troops if necessary 
to seize surplus foodstuffs which farmers refuse to turn in for the 
benefit of their hungry, dangerously restive fellow Germans. 

The food shortage in the American and British occupation 
zones — especially the highly industrialized British area — had 
reached the crisis point Thursday. 

Strikes and threatened strikes were the open sign of German 
feeling. More basic was an industrial slowdown by men without 
sufficient food to keep up working strength. 

The food situation was so serious that in the British zone a vir- 
tual news blackout was imposed regarding conditions. However. 
reports from Hamburg indicated that grumbling among Germans 
was turning into open demonstration of resentment. 


* Budget Cut Looms for War Department 


WASHINGTON, May 8—(4)—A 514 percent budget cut for the 
War Department was reported in the works Thursday. 

A House Appropriations Committee member reported a sub- 
committee has decided to lop about $300,000,000 from the Depart- 
ment’s request for $5,717,791,500 for the year starting July 1. The 
reduction would affect mostly the Army’s civilian employees and 
operations. 

Meanwhile, President Truman asked Congress for an additional 
$10,924,000 to run the Post Office Department until June 30 and 
controversy over cuts already made raged on.

RIO DE JANEIRO, May 8—(4)—The Brazilian Government's 
drive against the Communist Party extended Thursday to Rio de 
Janeiro’s docks, which were closed to all persons except those with 

‘special police passes. This action by the police paralyzed the 
loading and unloading of ships in the harbor. 

Soon after the Supreme Electoral Tribunal, by a three-to-two 
vote Wednesday night, outlawed the Communist Party in Brazil, 
Federal police and troops began enforcing the decision by padlock- 
ing 445 Communist clubs or cells. 

The Communists are expected to appeal the Tribunal’s ruling 
to the Brazilian Supreme Courts.

His will, filed for probate Thursday, was drawn Sept. 16, 1943, 
and named Dr. Mee as executor. It provided that stocks and 
bonds of unspecified value should go to his father and the rest 
of the estate to Mrs. Mee.

The long-lines agreement, 
reached after 7% hour session, 
also provided vacation improve- 
ments, and other “fringe” benefits 
which resulted in an over-all aver- 
age increase of 11 cents an hour 
for the operators. 

In Washington, Federal concilia- 
tors reported progress in talks be- 
tween the Wéstern Electric Com- 
pany, American Telephone and 
Telegraph Company subsidiary, 
and two Unions—the Western 
Electric. Employees’ Association 
(WEEA) and the Association of 
Communications Equipment Work- 
ers (ACEW). 

The conciliators said the nego- 
tiators had not yet diseussed wage 
increases, however, and pointed 
out that the nationwide walkout 
could be prolonged if members of 
other unions respected Western 
Electric picket lines.

He finds waste and duplication which 
result in thousands of Georgia children 
receiving inferior educational opportuni- 
ties. 

We have known that all along, but 
Dr. Aderhold’s careful and _ excellent 
study documents it. We have needed that. 


He recommends that many of the 
sparsely settled communities merge school 
systems with neighbors and _ operate 
schools on a natural community boundary 
instead of a county boundary system. The 
Atlanta Constitution thinks there are too 
many counties, but campaigns for no con- 
solidation, believing that to be up to the 
people involved. The time will come 
when they will see they are paying dearly 
to maintain their county courthouse poli- 
ticians in office. Meanwhile, their chil- 
dren do not receive as much opportunity 
in education as they should. 

Ten percent of the 159 Georgia coun- 
ties do not have sufficient studenjs to 
warrant hiring a county superintendent 
and operating a county education system. 
These certainly should be merged. False 
pride isn’t worth what it costs in depriv- 
ing children of opportunity. 

Half of the 41 independent school sys- 
tems in the State do not have sufficient 
students to justify the expense of sepa- 
rate systems. 

The ideal system—that of schools oper-

Transatlantic Air Travel 


It was not so long ago that flying the 
Atlantic Ocean was a daring stunt. 

-Today it is almost as routine as taking 
he interurban bus home. 

The boom continues. 

Three U. S. air lines carried about 77 
percent of the passengers entering and 
leaving the United States by air in the 
last half of 1946, They now carry ap- 
proximately 1,500 passengers to Europe 
each week and there are long waiting 
lists. They are scheduling 50 transatlantic 
flights each week out of American ports, 
with an additional 15 to be added in June. 

Four European lines provide 650 seats 
per week and a fifth line soon will be in 
operation. 

The world safety record remains good. 
‘During 1946 more than two-thirds of the 
air lines flying international routes, all 


ated on natural community basis, unham- 
pered by city or county lines—is illus- 
trated by a number of prevailing condi- 
tions. For example: 

Royston is the trading and social cen- 
ter of Franklin and parts of Hart, Madi- 
son and Elbert Counties.

The survey recommends extending this 
distance to five miles as a temporary 
measure. 

We commend the report to the com- 
mon sense of the people of Georgia. If 
they want their counties, by all means it 
is up to them to say so. But The Atlanta 
Constitution, in the name of the children 
of Georgia, does urge that something be 
done which will make it possible for 
every Georgia child to receive the best 
possible education. 

That is not now possible and will not 
be until the report recommendations are 
carried out.

This isn’t much of a story, but it interests me 
a little. 
In 1938 when the Germans moved into Aus- 
hurry from England and got on a train for 


tria, I got over in a 
Germany at Calais. 

I remember it pretty well. I was traveling third class and got 
to talking with a girl who sat next to me in the compartment. She 
was a pathetic sort of person with hands and fingers and nails badly 
stained with ink. She had a tooth out in front and tried to smile 
so it wouldn’t show. She was from Cologne and was going home 
for a vacation from her job in a London ink factory. I took her 
to dinner in the first-class diner and bought a bottle of cheap hock 
wine with the dinner. It was the first time she had ever eaten 
in a Wagonlits dining car and she was impressed. 

We had to change trains and go through customs at Aachen. 
Right then and there she earned that dinner. She let loose a torrent 
of German that was so fast I could follow but part of it, telling 
the German custom guard what a fine fellow I was and not to 
subject me to any real examination because I was an honest fellow 
who wouldn’t smuggle anything into the Reich. I was a little 
uncomfortable, because I was taking in some extra money for a 


poor devil who would need it. 

At Cologne she gave me a hard handshake with her 
En Route pathetic stained hands, smiled and forgot all about 
her missing tooth, and offered to stay at the station and see I got 
along all right during the two-hour wait. I thanked her and she 
left. I waited at a big, typical beer hall where the sausage and 
potatoes were wonderful. I’ve often wondered how she made out. 
The Nazis in uniform, with their girls, were singing and going strong. 

The train was jammed with troops and the cars where civilians 
were permitted were jammed. I stood from 3 in the morning until 
11 o’clock in the morning, bending down to see the sunrise over 
the river and the vineyards sloping down to it. From 11 to 9 that 
night I had a seat on the wooden, unpadded section of the com- 
partment, luckily getting the seat near the window. 

At Vienna I got a cab to the Assogiated Press office, having got 
the address in the AP office at London. It was closed, so I went 
around to the United Press. 

This is where this story really begins. 

Robert Best, the Vienna man for the United Press, was there. 
He got me a hotel room. We had midnight dinner together and 
watched the Nazi bullyboys at play. They were not pretty. I 
cursed them and their arrogance and Best laughed and was very 
tolerant with me. 


I was pretty busy in the days that followed, but Best was swell. / 


He was in love with a girl who looked exactly like Louise Rainer, 
the Viennese actress who was having a vogue in America at the 
time. Her name was Erna Maurer. She was very nice and one 
afternoon had a tea in my honor at her apartment which was at- 
tended by Best and Austrian newspaper people. All of those who 
came were ardent Nazis and the party had been arranged in order 
to allow me to meet some of them at first hand. It was an ex- 


citing period. 

Best Afternoons I used to drop by the old Astor coffee house 
and sit there with her and Best and some of their crowd 

and watch the Nazis on parade. I expressed my antipathy without 

restraint and they never took offense. Around the known Nazis 

I kept quiet, but I felt free with her and Best. 

She said she disliked them as much as I. But, she added, she 
disliked Britain as much. Keep in mind this was when the appease- 
ment policy was on and both Britain and this country were hands 
off and hoping the grab of Austria would satisfy Hitler’s appetite 
for territory. He was bleating “Ein Reich, Ein Volk, Ein Fuehrer” 
and a lot of people believed him. Unfortunately. 

This girl who looked like Rainer had a joke about Britain: 

“Why is it the sun never sets on the British Empire?” 

“Because not even God Himself trusts the British in the dark.” 

It was very funny over the coffee and the cakes. 

On the day of the plebiscite, April 10, 1938, Erna Maurer met 
us at dark at the coffee house. She said she went to the polls 
to vote “‘no,” but after getting there and seeing the intricate check 
made, she joined the others and voted “ya.” 

Late that night there was an extravagant display of Nazi parad- 
ing, with torchlights. Planes tore the darkness above. 

Story Well, to hurry on, I came home later and wrote thank- 
you notes to a lot of people, including Erna Maurer and 
Robert Best. That was August, 1938. 

When the war came on, Best dumfounded his associates by 
saying he was in love with Erna Maurer and would stay behind. 
He did. Later he turned traitor and began to broadcast for the 
Nazis. An inquiry of mine uncovered him in a displaced persons’ 
camp in Austria. He was arrested and now is in a Federal prison 
in this country. I heard, later, Maurer was suspected of being an 
agent with the job of influencing Best. I don’t know, 

But, yesterday, there came a letter from a family of Maurer’s 
in Austria saying my thank-you note of 1938 was in their posses- 
sion and would I please send them, they. being two old people 
without relatives, some food. 

It’s all too much of a coincidence for me. So, the answer is “no.”

seeking To Recreate 
The National Guard 


There has been much discussion, of late, of 
universal military training. 
pm | A plan under which all physically fit young 
men; at a given age, would undergo six months or so of Army life, 
gaining the basic training necessary for a national army if such 
should be needed once again. And, in this troubled world, who can 
say that time will never come? 

That such a system would be a fine thing, not only for the nation 
but: for the individual youth affected, this column is firmly con- 
vinced. Whether, at this period of financial retrenchment, with op- 
position of emotional sentimentalists, such a plan can be put into 
effect seems doubtful. 

Therefore, the thought occurs that, lacking universal military 
training, perhaps the next best thing would be the establishment of 
a National Guard of the greatest possible size and strength. 

Size of the National Guard depends on two factors. First, the 
number of units authorized for the State or community and, second, 
the number of. enlistments. Enlistment in the Guard is, of course, 
an entirely voluntary affair. 

The National Guard has a lot of advantages to offer all who enlist 


in its ranks. 

: . ; Probably the most tangible of benefits offered 
Financial Gains the individual enlistee in the Guard is the 
rate of pay. He is required to give only two hours of his spare time 
weekly to training. For this the private receives $2.50 per week, 
the equal of a full day’s Army pay. Private First-Class gets $2.66 and 
it increases through the various grades until the Master and First 
Sergeant gets $5.50 for the two-hour weekly training period. | 

In addition, the enlistee is required to spend 15 days each Sum- 
mer in camp, in field training, which amounts to a vacation with all 
expenses paid, plus 15 days’ Army pay, according to his rank. 

This, of course, is the tangible, financial benefit. There are many 
other benefits involved. Not the least is the opportunity for special- 
ized training in the type of work the enlistee chooses, such as radar, 
the air force, engineering, medical, transportation, administration 
and many other fields. 

The Guard, we all know, serves as the backbone, after the Regu- 
lar Army, of the National Army we have to raise when war comes, 
It so served during World War I and World War II. It won count- 
less proud distinctions in active service and counts in the thousands, 
today, is old members who proudly wear marks of high honor won 


in combat. 

: The Guard is, basically, a State organization. It 
State service stands ready, at all times, to protect and serve 
its State in times of disaster or emergency. 

Furthermore, the Guard is an important adjunct, both physically, 
financially and socially to the life of its home communities. 

Just what the status of the postwar National Guard is in Georgia 
today I do not know. I do know the allotment of National Guard 
troops for Georgia is now more than 13,000. More than 5,000 Geor- 
gia National Guard troops were inducted into Federal service for 
World War II. 

There are many interesting details, such as age limits, length of 
service, opportunities for commissions, types of service, etc., which 
the individual interested may learn for himself by writing the Na- 
tional Guard Bureau at 4C754 The Pentagon, Washington 25, D. C. 

Secretary of War Patterson, writing recently about the National 
Guard, asserted. 

“The National Guard has been one solution of a problem that 
faces every democracy: How to create an Army strong enough to 
defend the country, while at the same time making it the kind of 
Army that fitted properly into the institutions of democracy.”

nitely put American industry on its mettle by 

Pots demanding a substantial lowering of the price 
Structure. Unless the rise in the cost of goods is halted and prices 
are forced down to something approaching a normal level. our 
Whole system of free enterprise willbe threatened, he has warned. 


He has served notice on industry and business in general that 
we cannot expect a continuation of the past rising price structure 
without facing demands from labor for further wage increases. 


Labor, which has been on its good behavior for some months, 
or since the strike wave of 1946, has also served notice on in- 
dustry that it will demand a revision in the present wage rates if 
steps are not taken to bring prices down. 


Controls Gone Thus, as the President has well pointed out, 

| American business and industry is put to the 
test of preserving the free enterprise system about which there was 
so much of a clamor at the time OPA controls were lifted. 


_ Yielding to the clamor, Mr. Truman did wipe out the remain- 
ing Government controls which had been set up to prevent run- 
away prices during the war. He now sees it as the responsibility 
of industry to make the free system work by holding prices in 
line and not going out for all the profits that the traffic will bear. 


The response to the President's appeal has been encouraging so 
far. Many houses have voluntarily reduced prices anywhere from 
10 to 20 percent. Others are planning steps in the same direction. 
But it will be necessary for a nation-wide movement to take place 
before the danger in the situation is removed. 


Any study of the current earnings of the nation’s leading in- 
dustries will show the justice of the President's complaint that high 
prices are being largely maintained by the inordinate profits of 
producers. 

Official Government figures show, for example, that the profits 
of United States corporations are now running at an all-time high. 
The present level of such earnings, after taxes, has never before 
been approached. Based upon the returns for the first quarter of 
1947, corporation profits this year will amount to some $15,000.- 
000,000, topping by $3,000,000,000 those of last year. 


By way of further comparison, the present level 
of corporate earnings, after taxes, is almost 
double what it was in 1929, which was once considered the peak 
of prosperity. It is from 50 to 66 percent above similar earnings 
during the prosperous war years. 

The recent war years were the most prosperous American in- 
dustry has seen in a long time. But it is interesting to see how 
far many key industries extended their profits in 1946, the first 
year after the end of the war. 

Take the distillers as item one. In 1946 this group increased 
its profits by 144 percent over the previous good year of 1945. 

The increase in profits of the packers and food producers in 
the same period was nearly 79 percent. In textiles the increase was 
219 percent. It was 103 percent in the tire and rubber goods in- 
dustry, 74 percent in building materials, 63 percent in drugs and 
chemicals, 162 percent in pulp and paper products, and more than 
03 percent in the steel and iron products industry. 

Bear in mind that these are the profit increases in 1946 over 
earnings for the previous good year. At the current level, profits 
of industries will run at least 25 percent higher in 1947. 


Blame It does not take an expert to see where the blame lies 
for most of the present high prices. The greed for profits 
is in a large measure responsible. 

Nor is the Government free from a share of the blame. Its 
policy with respect to the purchase of surplus grain for export to 
the hungry peoples of the world is chiefly responsible for the high 
prices wheat attained in the recent market. 

But the bulk of the blame must go to those producers of here- 
tofore scarce goods who have been willing to charge all the con- 
sumers are able and willing to pay. If some of the profits were 
squeezed out of the more greedy corporations the price structure 
would fall to a more reasonable level.

There is a 
faise cheer about it that the heart denies, and you can read that 
Genial in the eyes of the men who sit at the tables, somberly read- 
ing their papers, picking up their coffee cups, drinking, without 
ever taking their eyes.off the papers, paying their checks and going 
out, and standing for a moment at the bright threshold, looking 
at the empty streets with somber eyes. 

There is no cheerfulness in those who work at night. None in 
the hackers wheeling their cabs, bleak eyes roving the corners: none 
in the men who guide the big street sweepers; none in the bored 
clerks behind the desks of hotels: none in the bellboys dozing in

The policeman, walking his beat past the darkened stores, shak- 
ing the handles on the doors as he passes, is a figure of .vast and 
pitiful loneliness.

Dewey ac- 
cepted this Communist support so 
eagerly that it began to worry for- 
mer President Herbert Hoover— 
then on the lookout for prospec- 
tive presidential timber. 


MR. HOOVER finally lost his 
temper over Dewey’s playing footy 
with the Communists in 1942. The 
occasion was the time that Dewey 
tried to intervene with the New 
York City Board of Education in 
behglf of some alleged Commu- 


nist school teachers who had been 


fired from the College of the City 
of New York. When news of this 
reached the former President, he 
had a long talk with George So- 
kolsky, the New York Sun col- 
umnist, about the errant Dewey. 
Dewey became’ nervous and dump- 
ed the left-wing teachers. But not 
before the World Telegram of New 
York took the cover off the pot 
and showed what was brewing. 
Speaking of the Dewey support of 
these teachers, it said on March 
11, 1942: 


“Such a deal would be a fine 
triumph for the Communists.

Less Expensive 
Meats Can Fill 
Children's Need 


By SALLY SAVER 


Todayts column is inspired by a 
question recently asked me by a 
worried young mother who want- 
ed to know “when do you think 
I can begin to give Betty meat 
other than rib lamb chops and 
calf liver? They are so expensive, 
but the doctor said she should 
have some meat every day.” Fur- 
ther questioning on my _ part 
brought out the fact that Betty 
| was perfectly well, was just past 


—~ |four years of age and that the 


doctor’s advice had been given 
about two years before when Bet- 
ty first began to add meat to her 
dietary. “But,” said the mother, 
“they (lamb chops and _ liver) 
agreed with her so well I’ve been 
afraid to change to anything else.” 
This, is I agree, rather an extreme 
| case, but we all know there are 
| many such literal minded people 
|in this world! 


“| Most children need some meat 


every day, for it is one of the best 

|sources of protein, or body build- 
‘ing material. But all lean meats 
have much the same food value 
whether they are loin, shoulder 
or rib chops, chuck or ground 
steak. Meats are relatively rich 
in iron, some of the vitamins and, 
furnish excellent proteins. Fish 
and shellfish have about the same 
food value as meat and may often 
be used in place of meat. Try 
to see that meat, or fish, is used 
‘once a day or at least four times 
a week, 

Lamb patties, made by putting 
lean lamb through the food chop- 
per, are just as nutritious as rib 
chops and much less expensive. 
Shape the chopped lamb into small 
cakes a scant half inch thick and 
broil them just as you would lamb 
chops. A little piece of butter 
may be placed on each side of 
the meat While it is broiling, and 
it should be seasoned with salt 
and pepper. Occasionally, and for 
sake of variety, the lamb patty 
may be wrapped in a slice of ba- 
con, 


Lamb or beef or pork liver is 
just as nutritious as calf’s liver 
and costs much less per pound. 


Children fare best without high- 
ly spiced or seasoned foods—such 
as curries, spiced meat or fish, or 
meats cooked with highly seasoned 
sauces. But when such dishes are 
‘served for the older members, it 
'is generally not difficult to re- 
| move some of the meat before 
‘adding the extra spices and cook- | 
ing it in a separate saucepan. Cur-| 
ries are meat stews plus curry| 
powder—the plain meat stew serv- 
ed on toast or with a mound of 
rice or mashed potato will have 
much more appeal for a child and 
will be more readily digested. 

Roast lamb, well roasted veal, 
roast beef, stews, ragouts, meat 
loaves, meat patties and a wide 
range of meat dishes made from 


diet, 


leftover roasts are all suitable for 
children. The more varied a child’s 
the better food habits he 
will form. Betty, on a diet of 
lamb chops and calf’s liver, may 
be a difficult problem for a while 
when her mother tries to add oth- 
er foods to her diet.

We, the Grand Junry for March 
end April, 1947, hand you here- 

with the following presentments— 

As an investigating Grand Jury 
it was our duty to examine the 
many functions of government 
within Fulton County. No group 
of men can make such a study 
without coming to the realization 
that Metropolitan Atlanta is 
changing from a large community 
to a great community. 

The departments of Fulton 
County resemble our own old and 
narrow highways onto which thou- 
sands of cars are pouring from 
every direction — their present 
services are restricted and slowed 
down by iack of space; there is 10 
likelihood of handling expanded 
gerviccs with present facilities. 


We are faced too with a division 
of traffic in even this narrow road 
since Fulton County and the City 
of Atlanta are largely duplicating 
each other’s work with many re- 
gulting wastes. 

Until this time we have had as 
traffic guides five county commis- 
sioners each serving for a limited 
term and often in conflict with 
each other and with the City gov- 
ernment. Today, with its provi- 

sion for a County Manager Fulton 
C county has an opportunity for ca- 
pable co-ordinated management. 
If we can achieve this end and can 
then combine the many overlap- 
ping activities of County and City, 
we will be in position to carry out 
plans worthy of our destiny; we 
will have a community compara- 
bie with a four-lane highway of 
progress leading to the great Met- 
ropolitan center which the future 
offers us.

1—SPECIAL 

Lakewood Park is owned by the 
City of Atlanta. It is leased by 
the City to the Southeastern Fair 
Association with the stipulation 
that no rent will be paid but that 

ny improvements made at the 
Fair Grounds will revert to the 

city at the end of the lease period 
(1949). The provision for control 
of the Southeastern Fair Associa- 
tion is as follows: 

“The Southeastern Fair Associa- 
tion covenants and agrees that its 
capital stock of One 
T housand ($1,000) Dollars par 

alue, shall, during the contin- 
vance of this agreement, continue 
to be owned and controlled by or 
in the interest of the Atlanta 
Chamber of Commerce, and that 
the same shall not be sold or trans- 
ferred so as to pass beyond the 
absolute control of the Atlanta 
Chamber of Commerce.” 

Because the Fair Grounds are 
owned by the City, operated with- 
in the County and ‘controlled by 
the Chamber of Commerce, we be- 
lieve that full and explicit pub- 
licity should be made each year 
as to the financial operations of 
the Fair Association. We feel that 
full consideration should be given 
to such questions as, whether it is 
wise for the City to make agree- 
ments with the Fair Association 
which last for such long periods 
as twenty-five years as does the 
present one, whether commercial 
enterprises such as the auction of 
sutomobiles should be allowed on 
the property, and whether enter- 
prises connected with «the Fair 
Grounds should enjoy immunity 
from City and County license 
taxes. We recommend that all 
leases and other important agree- 
ments between the City of Atlanta 
and the Southeastern Fair Associa- 
tion be recorded at the Office of 
the Clerk of the Superior Court. 
We believe that the Fair program 
should be more in accord with the 
objects of the association, ex- 
pressed in its charter as, “to assist 
and encourage the improvement, 
betterment, growth, and advance- 
ment of the Southeastern section 
of the United States, and the agri- 
cultural, live stock, mining, manu- 
facturing, industrial, business, art 
and educational interests and en- 
terprises of and in such section.” 

As the control of the Association 
is vested in the Chamber of Com- 
_ merce of Atlanta, we feel that it 
should be responsible for furnish- 
ing to the public the regular re- 
ports recommended herein. 


It is our opinion that any impor- 
tant contracts between the city or 
county, and other businesses or in- 
dividuals, should be regularly re- 
corded and accessible to the pub- 
lic. We fee] that the press should 
be encouraged to continue their 
close study of the transactions of 
the city and county governments. 


We recommend that all pin-ball 
machines be forbidden in Fulton 
County, They have been outlawed 
in the City with wholesome re 
sults. 


2—FIRE PREVENTION AND 
PUBLIC SAFETY 
We wish to commend the Mayor 
and General Council of Atlanta 
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for their prompt action in adopt- 
ing an amendment to the City 
Building Code regulating existing 
buildings. We trust that the Fire 
Marshal and City Building Inspec- 
tor continue to enforce, intelligent- 


Jly and impartially, this amend- 


ment. It is vital that funds be 
provided for the employment of 
qualified personnel for both the 
Fire Marshal’s and the Building 
Inspector’s office and that the fire 
department press for required 
equipment until adequate appara- 
tus is delivered. 


We recommend to the Fulton 
County Commissioners that sim- 
ilar provisions be made to prevent 
loss of lives through fire in exist- 
ing buildings in Fulton County 
outside of the City. We suggest 
that a Committee of qualified pro- 
fessional engineers and architects 
be appointed to determine pre- 
ventive regulations needed. 


3—CITY AND COUNTY POLICE 

We are glad to report that al- 
though City and County Chiefs 
have been in office only a few 
weeks, their departments are oper- 
ating efficiently and jn harmony 
with each other. Both departments 
have adopted a six-day work 
week. 


The City Department is to be 
commended for conducting a train- 
ing school, sponsored by the F. B. 
I. which is complete in all phases 
of public work. County Chief 
Ellis has plans for an educational 
program and we suggest that the 
assistance of the F. B. I. be con- 
sidered. We wish to stress the im- 
portance of continued instruction 
ir the securing and preparation of 
evidence for the solicitor and 
grand jury. 

We recommend that all pawn 
shops be required to have each 
person pawning or selling any arti- 
cle exceeding one dollar in value 
place his finger print on the ticket 
for the use of the police. 


The City Department is register- 
ing confessions on a recording ma- 
chine. We recommend that the 
County adopt this method and 
that officers get a recorded or 
meen confession whenever pos- 
sible. 


We heartily commend the pro- 
posal to consolidate the City and 
County finger printing depart- 
ments into one agency to be oper- 
ated by the County and the move 
to have the City take over all 
County broadcasting. We believe 
that this elimination of duplica- 
tion will result in increased econ- 
omy and greater usefulness. 


We congratulate the County De- 
partment on the establishment of 
two sub-stations, a wise and eco- 
nomical step, We urge that these 
stations be made permanent and 
that the contemplated third sub- 
station be provided. 


By setting up a scale of stand- 
ard fines for ordinary traffic vio- 
lations and designating a place 
where they can be paid without a 
trial, the County can save citizens 
many hours. 

It seems reasonable to us that 
the County Police Department 
should Se enabled to employ civil- 
ians for those positions in which 
police training is not necessary. 


4—TRAFFIC—CITY AND _ 

COUNTY 

No citizen can fail to be affected 
by the traffic congestion which 
threatens to stifle Atlanta. We 
urge the planning authorities to 
adopt a broad and thorough-going 
plan and to look to its vigorous 
execution. We believe that the 


use of bond issue funds is justified 
in building a traffic system capa- 
ble of serving a community of a 


million people. 

Until more fundamental rem- 
edies can be effected we request 
consideration of the following 
steps— 

1. Place bus stops in the middle 


‘of blocks to allow a more rapid 


flow of traffic. 

2. Eliminate up-town cross- 
walks in the center of blocks. 

3. Set aside additional one-way 
streets. 

4. Allow no parking on streets 
in the center of the City. 

5. Forbid angle parking. 

6. Synchronize traffic lights 
where possible and increase the 
speed of traffic movement on 
Courtland and Ivy Streets. 


5——COMMITTEE ON JUVENILE 
COURTS AND ELEEMOS. 
NARY INSTITUTIONS 
Juvenile Court 
Judge Garland Watkins is giv- 
ing notable service to the County. 
He feels that his court could be 
more useful if it were under State 
contro! along with the County 
Training School for white boys and 
Industrial Farm for Negro boys. 
: Grady Hospital 
The officers and staff of Grady 


Hospital are operating it capably 


and efficiently. The institution is 
clean and well organized: its 1946 
expenses were well within the 
budget allowance. 

In contrast, the hospital’s equip- 
ment is deficient. More space is 
needed for its operating rooms: 
much electrical equipment is old 
and expensive to operate. We 
hope that the Hospital Authority 
will carry out its building plan as 
soon as it is feasible. 

Fulton County Training School 
for Boys 

Almost every facility is inade- 
quate, roofs leak, sanitation is 
neglected, grounds are insufficient. 
Unless the proposed transfer of 
these boys to a State institution 
can be promptly made, the school 
should be moved to new and ade- 
quate quarters. 


Fulton County Colored Industria] 
Farm 
This institution is splendidly di- 
rected and its physical plant is in 
good repair. 


Almshouse 
There are now in the Almshouse 
140 white persons and 60 negroes. 


It is capably managed. New cook 
stoves are needed. 


6—COMMITTEE ON COUNTY 

SCHOOLS 

The Grand Jury is sympathetic 
with the problems of the County 
School System—overcrowding on 
account of increased enrollments 
and the high cost of building 
which makes too much new con- 
struction inadvisable. Four build- 
ings are being built and several 
more will be begun this Summer. 
The financial condition of the Sys- 
tem is excellent and the Board is 
approaching the expenditure of 
bond issue money with caution un- 
til building costs decline. 


We commend the co-operation 
between City and County School 
Systems through which the curri- 
cula of the two will become sub- 
stantially uniform; the County 
System is adding a grade to make 
a total of twelve and the City 
Schools are abolishing Junior 
High Schools and creating co-edu- 
cational and community high 
schoolg. 


We recommend that the Board 
of Education and the County Com- 
missioners jointly purchase 15 or 
20 acres of land between Simpson 
and Gordon Roads in order to de- 
velop a recreational center and 
erect a large school for Negro stu- 
dents in this area. The land should 
be purchased now as this section 
is fast developing into a rural Ne- 
gro subdivision. 


The administration offices of 
the school system in the Court 
House now occupy the same space 
that they did thirty-five years ago. 
They are wholly inadequate. 


7—COMMITTEE ON CITY AND 

COUNTY PARKS 

We find that the condition of 
the parks are good with the excep- 
tion of a few instances of needed 
repairs which are included in our 
detailed report for the,consider- 
ation of the department heads. 


Our general recommendations 
are these— 


1. That more park be provided 
for the Negro population. 


2. The institution of a year- 
round program for youths in City 
of Atlanta parks. 

3. More thorough surveillance of 
parks by City and County police. 

4. Improved maintenance of 
City park property through repairs 
to roofs and interior and exterior 
painting. Shutters should be in- 
stalled in windows and doors at 
the end of the Summer season to 
protect glass ordinarily broken by 
vandals. Swings should be stored 
inside of buildings during the Win- 
ter. 

5. A comprehensive plan for the 
expansion of park systems to meet 
the community’s growing needs. 
It is hoped that funds from the 
bond issue will be available. 


8—PARDONS, PAROLES AND 

PROBATION 

We commend the State Pardon 
and Parole Board for rendering a 
valuable and praiseworthy service. 
They have set up a system of rules 
and regulations whereby the pris- 
oner who is without financial 
means to hire legal aid and with- 
out political influence gets the 
same consideration from the Par- 
don Board as the prisoner with 
money, At present less than six 
percent of the prisoners released 
by the State Board of Pardons and 
Paroles have been returned to 
prison for violating the terms of 
their release during probation pe- 
riod. This is.a percentage far low- 
er than the National average. 


The Fulton County Probation 
Office, whose duty it is to look 
after those convicted persons put 
under probate by our Judges, is 
doing a splendid job hampered as 
it is by lack of space and by the 
fact that each of the four County 
Probation Officers have about 150 
cases to handle. Last year this of- 
fice collected over $200,000, keep- 
ing numbers of people from priva- 
tion and from public charity. 

Now that the State provides a 
first-rate probation system, we be- 
lieve that our Judges should not 
be lenient with convicted men 
_ have repeatedly violated the 
aw. 


§9—PUBLIC WORKS COM. 
MITTEE 

We found that County camps, 
Bellwood, Alpharetta, South Camp 
and the City Prison Farm were all 
operated in an orderly manner 
and under competent direction. 

The state of Ben Hill Camp 
which is now in temporary quar- 
ters was fair. We suggest that ev- 
ery effort be made to complete the 
construction of the new building 
with dispatch. We advise the use 
of material and labor readily avail- 
able to the County in so far as pos- 
sible. 

At Stonewall Camp we find ir- 
regularities which we believe 
should be corrected without delay. 
Sanitary conditions are for the 
most part deplorable, particularly 
in connection with the store room. 
The management is to be censured 
for allowing a guard to remain on 
duty while intoxicated with the 
result that eight prisoners escaped, 
six of whom are still at large. We 
recommend that a general clean- 
up be made at this camp, that cor- 
rective action be taken to remedy 
existing conditions. 

The road leading to and through 
the City Prison Farm should be 
paved. We recommend that the 
City consider the paving of this 
road in co-operation with DeKalb 
County. 

We should like to commend the 
work of Mr. L. R. Epperson, Direc- 
tor of the Public Works Depart- 
ment, for his effective work in 
planning the reorganization of the 
department. 


10—ROADS AND BRIDGES 
Roads in the northern section of 
the County have been maintained 
in good condition through the past 
Winter and the roads in East and 


West Fulton are in fair condition. 
but most of the soil roads in the 
southern part of the County are 
badly in need of work. Several 
roads in North Fulton and con- 
necting link on the west side of 
the County should be hard-sur- 
faced. 


We cannot too strongly recom- 
mend the elimination of grade 
crossings wherever possible. We 
urge our County Commissioners to 
speed this work in co-operation 
with the City of Atlanta and other 
municipalities, 


1l—COUNTY RECORDS AND 

REVENUE—TAX COLLEC- 

TOR AND RECEIVER 

The Tax Assessors find the net 

value of property in Fulton Coun- 
ty to be $301,640,715.00 in 1946. 
The Assessors were diligent in 
examining claims for homestead 
exemption and they have made 
every effort to get the estimated 
15,000 cars in Fulton County on 
which no ad valorem tax is paid 
on the books of the County. 


The Tax Receiver reports 97,597 
returns made for 1946. Records of 
the office were in good condition. 

The Tax Collector received 
$6,032,814 last year, an extremely 
high percentage of taxes owed the 
County. 

All of these departments are 
hampered by lack of space; in the 
provision for expansion of County 
facilities full consideration should 
be given to the needs of these fun- 
damental departments. 

We suggest that some satisfac- 
tory method be arranged between 
the State and the County Yor the 
collection of taxes on automobiles 
which now pay no share of Coun- 
ty upkeep. 


12—FULTON COUNTY COURT 
HOUSE 

The present Fulton County 
Court House does not provide the 
space needed for personnel and es- 
sential equipment of the County’s 
multiple departments. Clerical 
workers maintaining important 
County functions are crowded into 
halls and aisles; $350,000 worth of 
voting machines recently  pur- 
chased by the County are stored in 
corridors. 

For the business-like operation 
of its departments and for the 
preservation of its property it is 
urgent that the County begin the 
construction of the annex at the 
first moment reasonably priced 
material is available. 

Under present crowded condi- 
tions the hazard of fire should be 
carefully watched and we urge 
that all fire hose be put in shape 
for immediate emergency use, 


13—PURCHASING DEPART: 
MENT 

We find an efficient purchasing 
office capably handled by Mr. C 
M. Holland. After investigation 
the procedure for taking bids was 
found to be in order. A complete 
inventory of County Equipment is 
carefully kept. 


14—JAIL AND WOMAN’S 
REFORMATORY 

The Fulton County Jail is in 
good state of repair. The outstand- 
ing requirement that impresses 
any visitor is the need for 3 psy- 
chopathic ward for mentally af- 
flicted prisoners. We recommend 
that one be established at Grady 
Hospital as quickly as is reason- 
ably possible. 

We find the State Training 
School for Girls in need of a per- 
manent school teacher. The stand- 
ards of hygiene and sanitation are 
good at the institution which is ca- 
pably directed by Miss Arnold. 


We commend former Solicitor 
General, Judge E. E. Andrews, and 
his successor, Solicitor General 
Paul Webb, and their staffs on 
their diligent work and co-oper- 
ation with the Jury. 


We believe that a new period of 
advancement is open to Metropoli- 
tan Atlanta. The County now has 
an opportunity for effective cen- 
tralized management; a bond issue 
has been voted for City and Coun- 
ty development; there is every in- 
centive for consolidation of City 
and County services. The means 
have been provided—we look to 
our officials for results. 


We recommend to the Court 
that these presentments be pub- 
lishe | in the Atlanta Constitution, 
the Atlanta Journal and the Ful- 
ton County Daily Report.
